He is the dean of American 
football coaches and the first in 
history to coach the sport continu- 
ously for half a century. 

Stagg is known as one of the 
game’s greatest strategists. At small 
College of the Pacific in Stockton, 
California, he developed a team | 
which last year trounced the Un-| 
iversity of Chicago.

Curing Tot of Screaming 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


“DEAR DR. MYERS:—In a 
family of five children we have one 
girl, aged six years, who seems un- 
happy most of the time. Her chief 
fault is screaming. When older 
brother teases, when she is denied 
a request, and sometimes for no ap- 
parent cause, she screams at the 
top of her voice. 

“To correct the fault we have 
tried spanking, having her sit still 
in a chair while others go on with 

| \their play, keeping a record and 
giving a star for times or days 
when she has refrained, locking her 
into her room—all to no avail. 

“From what knowledge I have of 
psychology, I judge the habit would 
cease if she obtained no satisfac- 
tion from it, yet we have never to 
my knowledge reversed an order or 
given her what she wanted when 
she screamed. 


Behaves Well Away from Home 


“Of course we want to overcome 
the habit as soon as possible. . t 
present the child is visiting her 
grandparents in another - state.

Perhaps she feels that all the 
other children have conspired 
against her; even that her parents 
do not love her so much as the rest 
of the children. Just because she 
screams so often, she gets less ap- 
proval and more disapproval than 
the rest. Her feeling of jealousy 
makes her more prone to scream, 
and her screaming leads to relation- 
ships which cause her to feel more 
jealous. This vicious circle won’t 
be easy to break up. 


Perhaps you and Dad might 
show her more affection between 
screams—when she is good. You 
might also prevail upon the older 
children to help this child feel more 
worthwhile by celebrating her suc- 
cesses with her. 

When you punish her for scream- 
ing, limit the punishment to sitting 
in a chair, but always make the sen- 
tence for a definite time as meas- 
ured by the clock—say, exactly half 
an hour. 

If, however, you could “get away 
with it” and the neighbors could 
stand it, a good plan might be to set 
a time when she would have to 
scream continuously for, say, fif- 
teen minutes, all being present to 
witness the “show.”
